and Schedule 4, Part 4, Section 6 of the RTIA.

‘The QPRIME Occurrence reports provides details of the offence and investigations 
conducted by Police. After extensive investigation no suspects have been identified 
and the investigation was closed pending further information coming to the attention of 
Police. 


REASONS FOR DECISION 
Section 47(3)(b) - Grounds on which access may be refused 


Section 47(3)(b) of the RTIA provides that access to a document may be refused to the 
extent to which the document contains information the disclosure of which would, on 
balance, be contrary to the public interest under section 49. 


Section 49 — Contrary to public interest 


Disclosure under the RTIA is subject to exemptions and public interest factors. In this case, 
| have determined that disclosure of some of the matter in issue would be contrary to the 
public interest pursuant to section 49 of the RTIA. 


Section 49(1) of the RTIA states: 


If an access application is made to an agency or Minister for a document, the 
agency or Minister must decide to give access to the document unless 
disclosure would, on balance, be contrary to the public interest. 


Section 4%1) creates a presumption in favour of disclosure; that is, information must be 
disclosed unless disclosure would be contrary to the public interest. Section 49(2) of the 
RTIA sets out the steps, and, in schedule 4, the factors, Parliament considers appropriate 
for deciding whether disclosure of the information in question would, on balance, be 
contrary to the public interest.

Although privacy is not defined in the IP or RTI Act, й has been described as, the 
of an individual to preserve their personal sphere free from interference from others." 


The information requested retates to enquiries with individuals other than yourself and by 
its nature contains personal information such as names and contact details. Whether or not 
a person has been spoken to by police or has cooperated with police is information that is. 
within an individual's personal sphere. 


Prejudice flow of information to police 


‘Some of the information involves the provision of information to police by people other than 
yourself. This information has been provided to police in a cooperative fashion whilst police 
were investigating these matters. When considering this type of information, the Information. 
‘Commissioner has previously identified that routine disclosure could reasonably be 
‘expected to discourage the sharing of information and cooperation with police.“

In accordance with section 49(3)(c) of the RTIA, I have taken into account relevant harm 
factors outlined in Schedule 4, Part 4 as favouring non-disclosure, including particularly 
section 6(1) and (2), which states: 


(1) Disclosure of the information could reasonably be expected to cause a public 
interest harm if disclosure would disclose personal information of a person, whether 
living or dead. 

(2) However, subsection (1) does not apply if what would be disclosed is only personal. 
information of the person by whom, or on whose behalf, an application for access 
to a document containing the information is being made. 


Part 2 section 12 of the IPA states: 


Meaning of personal information 

Personal information is information or an opinion, including information or an 
opinion forming part of a database, whether true or not, and whether recorded in a 
material form or not, about an individua! whose identity is apparent or can 
reasonably be ascertained, from the information or opinion. 


In this instance, | have removed the personal information of persons other than yourself. 
The release of this kind of information would be contrary to the public interest under 
Schedule 4, Part 4, section б of the RTIA. 


Balancing factors for and against disclosure 


1 have weighed the public interest factors in favour of disclosure and non-disclosure, 
including taking into account the matters identified within sections 49(3)(d),(e),(f) and (а) of 
the RTIA. I note that section 49(1) of the RTIA creates a presumption in favour of disclosure. 
However, in this instance, | consider that the public interest considerations favouring 
disclosure outweigh the public interest considerations in favour of non-disclosure, in so far 
as the documents do not identify any person or constitute a release of any person's 
personal information, as mentioned above. 


‘Section 75 of the RTIA permits this Unit to release the located documents to you subject to 
the deletion of information the release of which would be contrary to the public interest. 
Accordingly, the documents will be provided subject to the deletion of this material. 


It should also be noted that release of documentation under the RTI 8 IP Acts is essentially 
release to the world at large, in that there is no provision for disciosure subject to any 
condition, republication of the accessed documents or dissemination of the information 
contained in the documents. Once this unit releases material there can be no limitation to 
further disclosure by the applicant. This is not to suggest that you would indiscriminately 
disclose documents of this nature; however, the prospect of unauthorised or accidental 
disclosure by the applicant is also a public interest factor that I must consider.
